Salmon run up the Bulkley two hun- 
dred miles from the Pacific, and all the 
little lakes’ that lie-in the folds of the 
hills are full of fish, mostly mountain or 
brook trout, Of course, where there are 
berries there are bear, 

Winter here lasts only ninety days, 
and the*summer comes in on the wing of 
the warm Chinook, There is no spring, 
but there is a long delightful Indian 
summer, December, January and Feb- 
ruary may be counted as the winter 
months. For a quarter of a* century 
wheat has been grown and ground on 
the Peace River, which is half a thou- 
sand miles north of the Nechaece and 
more than a thousand miles inland from 
the sea. And this is another reason for 
the prediction that sufficient wheat can 
be grown in these valleys to furnish 
flour at least for the people who will in 
habit this resourceful, region. 

The mineral wealth alone would justi- 
fy the opening up of this hushed wilder- 
hess. Since the establishment of Prince 
Rupert the Portland Canal country just 
north of the terminal town has develop- 
ed a new eamp, Stewart, which has al- 
ready a weekly paper and a stamp mill. 
On all the rivers which empty into the 
great Skeena minerals are present, On 
the Skeena proper gold, galena-bearing 
silver, and hematite of good quality 
have been found, as well as on the Kem 
ono, Kilimat, the Extall, and the Naas, 
Colors have also been washed on the 
Zinoetz, the Kitsague-Cla, and the Kit- 
sum-galum, Copper is‘found on the 
Kemono, the Pund-il-delay, the 
and on the upper reaches of the N 
Lignite, good coal, and mica are 
faund here. 

Mr, William Fleet Robertson, provin- 
cial mineralogist, considers the coast 
range and its eastern foot hills the most 
promising sections for lode-mine pros 
pectors. Flour and flake gold found in 
nearly all the rivers draining into the 
Skeena would seem to confirm the pre 
diction of Protessor Robertson that 
coarse gold wall some day be discovered 
in paying quantities back and high up 
in the -hills. 

Another considerable course of wealth 
in this wilderness is the timber, Near 
the coast, where the rainfall is plentiful, 
the rth is carpeted with moss, as on 
the Yukon, and fire does not run in the 
forests. The result is an abundance of 
big timber. The writer has seen great 
rafts on the Skeena whose logs would 
average thirty inches across the butt. 
It is estimated that there is, tributary 
to Prince Rupert, sufficieat merehant 
able timber to keep twenty-five modern 
mills going for twenty-five years, 

Both on the eastern and western 
slopes of the’ Rocky Mountains there 
are vast fields of good coal. Jn fact, 
everything is here for the manufacturer, | 
and millions of horsepower running to 
waste in the mighty rivers of this moun- 
tain-walled wonderland of the west. 
Here is profitable employment for the

THE NEWFOUNDLAND HERRING 
QUESTION 


CBy-P,-T. Magrath) 


HE dispute between Newfoundland 
and the United States with regard 
to the herring fishery at Bay of 

Islands is really part of the great At 
lantic Fisheries question, of which it is, | 
perhaps, the most important feature. It 
urises from the Treaty of Washington, 
by which Britain the

south coast coneurrently with her own 
subjects, This territory is in the great- | 
er part known as the French shore, and 
the fact is that on that seaboard British 
fishermen have had rights since Gilbert 
annexed the island in 1588, French since 
the peace of 1713, and American since | 
the treaty of 181s, | 

From the same cause as the French | 
the Americans now utilize the coast but | 
slightly, and fish mainly on the Grand | 
Banks. They, too, like the French, need 
bait, and must enter Newfoundland 
wateys to procure it. Cunada has a 
lesser bait supply, and they utilize it oc 
casionally, Access to these in-shore bait 
fishes being denied the Americans by 
the three-mile limit, they had to resort 
to various expedients to obtain the es 
sential, 


Access to the harbours to seeure bait 
was a feature of the Reciprocity Treaty 
of 1854, The arrangement of ‘1871, by 
which the Americans ultimately paid 
$5,500,000 through the Halifax ‘fishery 
award, also comprehended it. The abor- 
tive Chamberlain - Bayard fisheries 
treaty of 1888 did so too. As an alter 
nitive, pending Senatorial actibn on 
this draft agreement, a modus vivendi 
was arranged granting U.S. vessels the 
right to enter Canadian and Newfound- 
land waters to purchase bait on paying 
a licence fee of $1,50 per unit of regis- 
ter, The famous Bond-Blaine Conyen- 
tion of 1890 proposed to abrogate this 
as far as Newfoundland was conyerned, 
and to admit the Americans to free bait 
in return for their granting Newfound- 
land free entry to their markets for her 
fish, Canada’s protest suspended the 
compact, and meanwhile the modus vivk 
endi was renewed annually, In 1898 
the Joint High Commission tried to ad- 
just this dispute, but failed, and in 1902 
the Bond-Hay treaty was negotiated on 
the lines of the Bond-Blaine compact, 
but with certain improvements upon it 
which the experiences of a decade had 
shown to be essential, 

This arrangement, however, the Unit- 
ed States Senate, after considering it 
for two years, ‘famended to death,’’ 
and when this result ensued Sir Robert 
Bond determined upon eaneelling the 
concessions which the Americans had 
enjoyed for sixteen years under the 
modus yivendi of 1888. ile declared his 
poliey to be to restriet the Americans to 
the bare liberties granted to them by

operation of She Newfoundland fishing 
laws so far as they applied against the 
Americans, This. continued for three 
years, and at the Colonial Conferenee in 
1907, Sir Robert nd submit the 
colony’s case before his fellow-Prem. 
jers. He afterwards agreed to the sub- 
mission of the whole question to The 
Hague, and there, it is foped, it will be 
disposed of this month. 

This fishery question formed ene of 
the causes of the rupture between Sir 
fobert Bond and Sir Edward Morris. 
‘he former threatened the prosecution 
and punishment of the coast fdélk for 
selling herrings to the Americans, but 
the latter, while prepared to undertake 
a test case to determine the legal status 
of the colony, declined to be a party to 
the wholesale penalizing of our own 
people for carrying on a legitimate in 
dustry until the Government was in a 
position to provide them with markets 
at least as good as that they enjoyed 
through* the traffic with the American 
fishermen, 

Practically the only value the Treaty 
Shore is to the Americans now is that 
they can get their herring there for 
food purposes in the early winter and 
bait in the late summer. In November 
and December their vessels load ear 
goes of frozen and salted herring for 
Boston and Gloucester, and during the 
summer their western ‘‘bankers’’ bait 
there when fishing in the gulf. The 
French tried a tew years ayo to prevent 
them from baiting, but this uroused 
such a diplomatic tempest that it was 
hot repeated, The position as regards 
the herring on this coast is that it does 
uot pay either the Freneh or Ameriean 
vessels to carry the nets and gear to 
cateh them, so this is done by the eoast 
folk, and the foreign fishing vessels 
buy the bait from them. The same 
is true of the Canadian and New- 
foundland. vessels, and the sake of 
bait to all four forms an industry for 
many hundreds of the coast folk. The 
enforcement of regulations anent this 
bait traffic is one of the duties of the 
warships on patrol there, the Ameri

Tho new figure has been arrived at too laboriously and pain 
fully to be given up at a word now and disguised in swath 
ing folds of material at the waistline, in thickly gathered 
petticoats and bodices bloused informally at back and front, 
So only the beautiful simplicity of the peasant dress, and a 
few modes of cut and trimming that are really artistic and 
graceful have been incorporated into most of the summer 
costumes, 

For example, the seamless shoulder which gives the curve 
of throat, shoulder and arm the utmost benefit, and which is 
distinctively a peasant type, has held its own and become a 
dominant feature of summer dress, while the thick-waisted, 


wide belted bodies have been pleasantly modified into more | 


conventional and satisfactory lines. Few figures would stand 
the straight, limp peasant skirt, gathered around the waist 
line; but ; 
all skirt re four or more inches from the ground in the 
simple peasant fashion of those who must do their travelling 
afoot. 

This new cult of simplicity in dress is confined, however, 
to ‘‘la ligne.’’ ‘The line—the silhouette—is as carefully 
studied by the frockbuilder handling material and_ scissors 
as by the seulptor with his marble and chisels. Hundreds 
of dollars’ worth of trimmings are loaded on the new frocks 
and wraps, but ever is the line kept in mind as the supreme 
consideration, and so cunningly are the trimmings incorpor 
ated with the gown material that they do not distract the 
eye in individual detail, nor in any manner interfere with the 
flow and grace of the whole gown, 

Hand embroideries of all sorts lend themselves with par 
ticular success to the new trimming methods, and many 
dressmakers, when expense is an item which must be con 
sidered by the customer, give back the shaped section of ma 

- terial to be hand embroidered at hime, furnishing themselves 

the exact shades of embroidery tloss to produce the desired 
color harmony. By this means beautiful frocks are often 
obtainable at no more than the ordinary cost of making, 
where the dressmaker’s price for much hand embroidery 
would be almost prohibitive. : : 

Veilings of chiffon are another means of expressing simple 
lines with an expense befitting the reputation of a great 
dressmaker, ‘These veilings ‘of chiffon in blending tones may 
cost a pretty penny, especially if there be a fall of chantilly 
lace between. Most lovely lines of simplicity are achieved 
by some of these intricately veiled effects, and always and 
unfailingly the airy breadths of chiffon are substantially 
weighted at the foot to produce the correct straight and 
simple fall.

While the white lingerie or tailored waist is for strietly 
tailored skirts and coats for ordinary wear, the waist to be 
used with the dressy suit must match the latter in color, and 
to be perfect should be of the ‘‘veiled’’ order, 

Perhaps the most conspicuous feature in the latest waists 
is the use of Chantilly waists for the main portion of the body 
and sleeves, This is newer than chiffon or gauze or plain not 
or any transparency and is becoming popular—perhaps too 
popular, Be that as it may, the Chantilly waist, partaking of 
the nature of the jumper in. effect, at least, is the fad of 
the moment. 

Some of these waists are made of all-over, some of band 
agings about three or four inches wide joined by lapping flat 
ly and running togetheer the edges and others of bandings 
connected by narrow straight insertions of matching lace or 
velvet or moire ribbon, This strneture is either worn as a 
**shell’’ or jumper over dainty waists of various sorts or is 
permanently posed on a foundation waist of white chiffon, 
mousseline, malines or fine or coarse net. Not infrequently 
this posed Chantilly waist is veiled by an outer one of very 
thin chiffon or marquisette, but in either event it is the Chan- 
tilly to which attention is intended to be called, 

It is the foulard that 1s now the popular silk fabrie for 
those useful waists which are a little dressier than some tub 
waists and less so than the ‘‘veiled’’ styles. Bordered fou- 
lards are favored, the borders making very pretty facings or 
frills, collars or cuffs, Certain waists of this deséription are 
very chic in effect, but not all of them are successes so far as 
appearances go. Plain foulards trimmed with figured, or a 
reverse arrangement are both favored, and it is noted that 
somesof the smartest have the high boned stock instead of 
the Dutch or frilled neek, Persian and polka-dotted borders 
or trimmings are favored over other varieties. 

The usual madras and summer cheviots are seen in tailored 
waists, which depend on cut and simplicity for their smart- 
ness rather than on the number of tucks or plaits that might 
be employed in their construetion, They will be worn with 
smart linen collars, 

Thin white waists are heavily inerusted with embroidery 
motifs. Cluny or Trish lace insertions, ornaments, ‘beading 
ete., and the majority of them are shown with sleeves vwouung 
only to or just below the elbow. Many are of the low-neck 
type. Piaited frills are a part of a great majority of dressy

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FREAK COLORS IN FLOWERS 
(By HW. S. Adams) 


herr flowers long have been, and * 
long will be; but all the efforts to 

upset the color laws of nature have 

left little impress on the horticultural 
world, Only the blaek tulip aetually 
has been remembered through the gener 
ations, and that is largely because it has 
been immortalized in the highly enter 


taining romance of Alexandre Dumas, 
La Tulipe Noire, ‘ 

As a matter of fact, freak flowers, in 
the very nature of things, never have 
been, and never can be of more than 
passing, and entirely fictitious, interest 
First, last, and always, they are freaks, 
and that in itself condemns them in the 
mind of the genuine lover of flowers, 
who follows Nature instead of trying to 
evade her laws. More often than not, 
hey are impostors as well as freaks, and 
accordingly deserving of much less ad- 
vertisement than they are wont to get. 

In a sense they may all be said to be 
impostors, in that the truth invariably 
has to be stretched to cover their claims 
to uniqueness, There was a so-called 
‘‘black rose’? in New England gardens 
two generations ago. It was called 
‘*George IV.’’ and was black only in 
the sense that it was blacker than any 
other rose known. In reality it was a 
very deep red, so dark on the edges of 
the velvety petals as to seem almost 
black or a little way off, though really it 
was far from black. There have been 
other ‘‘ black roses,’’ but none of them 
have been altogether free from suspicion 
of some artificial process having been 
used to deepen the color, It is extreme 
ly doubtful if Nature herself ever will 
let the rose get any blacker than the 
deepest shade of red. 

The ‘‘black tulip’’ is often referred 
to, but what actual evidence is there 
that it was really black? With all that 
is known of color shades now, there 
probably is not a seed or plant cata- 
logue, or a book on flowers, that is pre 
cisely accurate in color observations, 
The chances are that the famous ‘*‘ black 
tulip’? was only near-black, before Du- 
mas lifted it from Haarlem flower and 
civie history and gave it a romantie fie 
tion setting. ‘‘La Tulipe Noire,’’ the! 
modern ‘*black tulip,’’ is deseribed as}
